Oil King In Amiable Mood During 
Minutes Stay In New York—Ac- 
cords Two Interviews and Laughs 
Heartily When Questioned Regard- 
ing Harriman’s Recent Testimony.

NEW YORK, March 4.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.} John D. Rockefeller was 
on Manhattan for one minute this 
morning and was good enough to ac- 
cord two interviews. 

Mr. Rockefeller was asked what he 
had to say about Harriman's testi- 
mony before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, particularly in regard to 
what he testified concerning Stuyves- 
ant Fish The oil king laughed at the 
question. It was a hearty laugh and 
he threw his head back to give it free 
play. 

The question was: “We have been 
led to belfeve that you might say 
something in response to Mr. Harri- 
man’g testimony.” 

When Mr. Rockefeller had laughed 
himself out he replied: “Well, that is 
the funniest thing I ever heard.” 

Perhaps the of] king meant that 
Harriman’s testimony was a joke; he 
left his hearers to infer what they 
would. 

The most important thing Rockefel- 
ler said on his cross-river trip was 
this. when he begged to be excused 
from giving expression to his views 
on public questions; “I am now talk- 
ing with my son over matters of more 
importance to the public in the future 
than anything could say now.”
